6. LA PRESSE EDITORIAL BY MARCEL ADAM, IN COMPARING TRUDEAU

TRUDEAU SPEECH BETTER BALANCED, BETTER ADAPTED TO AUDIENCE, 

AND MORE JUDICIOUS IN ITS REFERENCES TO AMERICAN HISTORY. ADAM
